Warehousemen See

MEASURE PENALIZING WAREHOUSEMEN 


FOR SELLING TOBACCO PLEDGED TO 
POOL TO BE FOUGHT BY LOCAL 
ORGANIZATIONS. 


Information received here last night that an amendment 


to the bill enacted by the last General Assembly and affording 
protection to the Tobacco Growers' Co-Operative Marketing 
Association, and which would penalize warehousemen for 
selling tobacco pledged to the pool created a stir in tobacco 
circles. 
. . 
With the information came the text of the bill which is 


reproduced herewith and which, upon being read by several 
local warehousemen, led them to express opinions that if such 
a bill was passed, Danville would dwindle in importance as 
a tobacco market and that it would virtually drive the auc- 
tion men out of business here. 


Reacting immediately to the situation revealed when 


the copy of the bill was received here, meetings of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce directors and those of the Danville To- 
bacco Association were called this morning with a view of in- 
stitutine- immediately combative measures.
